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THE PRESS AGENT OF TODAY. 
In day s gone by , when the range of 
siage entertainment was virtually free of 
competition from popular vaudeville and 
moving j)ictures, the press agent was given 
a poor reputation. 
He dealt in too many 
exaggerations and in too great colorings 
to earn the confidence of that section of 
the public which keeps reasonably abreast 
of what is going forward in the theater. It 
was the usual thing for the press agent to 
herald that the “ original N ew York cast 
and production’’ would be in towm. Time 
was w’hen the original New^ York cast did 
come, but it v/as not often; time was more 
often when the original New' Ycrk produc­ 
tion came. 
In a generation, the press agent has 
come over a long road and in this day he 
is established as a man following an hon­ 
orable calling. 
No longer is the term 
press agent sy nony mous with ujidue liber­ 
ty with truth. 
No longer is the term press 
agent used to suggest improper publicity . 
Ileputable managers employ only those 
press agents wiio tell the truth even while 
making their “ stories” attractive. 
Reputa­ 
ble press agents, on the other hand, will 
not serve managers w'ho are devious in 
their business. 
With his opportunities for 
getting into touch with a widening public 
it is the press agent w'ho has assisted in 
persuading the public that the stage per­ 
sonnel is of improved tone. 
He has mend­ 
ed his ow’ii way s and in mending them he 
has been influential in bringing the public 
to appreciate that stage people are a bet­ 
ter sort than the public w’as w'ont to be­ 
lieve. 
Now, as in other day s, good reporters 
become press agents, and some good press 
agents go back to reporting. The duties of 
a press agent are a specializing in report­ 
ing. 
In this day and time, he must tell a 
good story of his attraction and he must 
be accurate in speaking the facts. 
He has 
transformed himself from the man w-hose 
statements w'cre accepted with smiles to 
the man wiio is trusted by those with 
w’hom his profession brings him in con­ 
tact. 
Most of the press agents of today 
are men of education and of cultivation; 
men wiio are diplomats even w'hile they 
are toilers. 
Had the press agent been of 
the same stripe fifteen y ears ago that he is 
today , many deserving attractions w'ould 
have fared better.

The only certitude is that there will be 
a long delay in passing the revenue bill, of 
w’hich the final form will remain in doubt 
until the two houses of congress have 
threshed out their differences. 
Senators 
w^ho predict a leisurely debate say that 
there is no good reason for hurry ing the 
business up. 
If the bill is only passed at 
a decent interval before the fifteenth of 
next March, w’hen the first income tax 
pay ments will be due, the deliberate sen­ 
ate seems to believe that it w’ill be time 
enough. 
But this is w’holly to overlook 
the importance both of certainty and of 
promptness in tax changes. 
Members of 
congress may not be accustomed to look 
bey ond their noses, but business men are 
compelled to. 
They must lay their plans 
long ahead. 
At this time of the y ear they 
are making preparations for next spring. 
Equally important is it for taxpay ers and 
investors to know’ in advance what they 
must count upon. 
The truth is that a good 
part of the practical value of tax relief 
lies in the speed with w’hich it is effected. 
No mistake could be greater than that 
made by senators w’ho are cheerfully look­ 
ing forw’ard to dawdling for months over 
the new revenue bill.
